Early in November the club team made a trip to Merced where we 
met the Fresno Club and defeated them by the score of 6-4. 

Later In the same month, Modesto was the common meeting place 
ground for a battle between the Sacramento and San Jose clubs. 
Modesto was to have also played San Jose but due to the lateness 
of the hour only the last four boards played and they ended in 
an even score 2-2. 

December was "Balance of Treasury Month". To do this Herb Betker, 
club president, gave a simultaneous exhibition at which there was 
no charge to Play. but losers had to nay a nenaltv for being so 
careless as to lose to him, Mr.Betker won 12 and lost 10. 

At the next meeting, Jeff Smith, the tournament director, tried 
his hand at simultaneous nlay but this time we charged a straight 
50 cents per board. Both matches were well received and we had 
a loc of fun. Considerable interest was shown,not only by the 
old members, but we gained six new members and several others 
have asked to be taken in at the first opportunity. 


At the last meeting, we started a freeze-out tournament with 
two prizes. The first prize is one year r s paid up dues and the 
second prize is a fat hen donated by our tournament director. 

We bent over backwards on this to give the lower rated players 
every chanoe possible to win one of the prizes, We made the 
pairings according to the Players rating strenght as muoh as 
possible. This automatically insured one of the lower rated 
players a place in the finals. Then, when it came to choice 
of color, the lower rated player of the pair always got the 
white pieces. The low rated player also received the advantage 
of the drawj that is, in the event of a drawn game, it is oounted 
as a win Tor the low rated player and a loss for the high man. 
we had 16 t entrants for this event. Frank Kelley won the lower 
bracket.. Kerb Botker is favoured to win the Upper braoket and 
if hsdoeshe will play Kelley in the finals. This was not a 
championship event but it drew entrants, who might have hesitated 
to enter a more serious tourney. 


We are looking forward to a banner year for chess in Modesto 
in 1948, Interest is at the highest Peak that it has been since 
the club was organized in March 1946, We have a full calendar 
for the next few months. In January we will finish the tourney 
mentioned above and then we have a' match scheduled with the 
Madera Chess Club, Then in February, we expect to sandWioh in a 
regular Championship tournament with more team matches. 

Also we expect to have Koltahowski here for an exhibition in 
late February or early’March,

Through the kindness and generosity of Mr. C. J, Y/ood, president 
of the Caspar Lumber Company of San Franoisoo, the Redwood 
Empire Chess League has reoeived a beautiful gold'oup which is 
to serve as a perpetual annual championship awardt 

in addition, he has presented to the League six smaller replioas 
of the cup, one of which will be presented to the winner of the 
trophy as a permanent reoord of achievement* In the event of a 
second victory by one club, the small replioa will be temporarily 
returned to League headquarters for engraving at the same time 
the large cup is so inscribed. 

The large cup will be on display in San Rafael during the month 
of January, and it is suggested that arrangements be made with 
one of your looal'merchants to display the trophy when it arrives 
in your community. The oup will go to Petaluma in February and 
Santa Rosa in March. It is suggested that the course of the 
oup be arranged geogfaphioally, to make a logioal cirouit of 
our respective towns.

SA N JOSE NEWS .

In May 1947, Weaver Adams, the New England Champion, appeared 
for a simultaneous exhibition at San Jose. The Club presented 
16 boards and Weaver knocked these down like a sharpshooter 
picking off clay pipes in a shooting galleyy. Most boards were 
ready to tilt the King after 20 moves with a few holding out 
for 30 5 E’er many of U3, it was our first experience against 
the Vienna opening and as Weaver has made dn‘extensive study 
of all the variations of this line of play...we were given a 
chess lessen. 

Hr.Adams was invited back at San Jose for an Ootober appearanoe 
Ho offered to play two boards and explain his system and the 
reasons for his moves. By special request, he was prevailed 
upon to play four boards and the club sought out the four bdst 
players in this a rat.. William T. Adams, of San Jose, Lyman H. 
Daugherty,, of I,os Get os, Edmund T.Dana, of Palo Alto and we 
had hoped'to have the best player from Salinas but for good 
reasons .he was unable to be present and Sam Block of San Jose 
substituted ■it the fourth board* 

E5.ll Adams is probably the strongest player in this looality. 
He plays e very aggressive game. A sort of a "get in there and 
sock' 1 player, one of those flayers who brlioves that the best 
defense is a’strong offense. Every move he makes will threaten 
some thing eHo invariably wins most of his games, against local 
players, with hi3 aggressive type of play and a lot of us 
wondered how he would make out against the skilled Weaver Adams 
who has a reputation for being a "trapsetter" and after all, 
it was intended to be'a demonstration of the soundness of 
Weaver’s type of play. 

It was a good game and we were not dissappointed.Here *tis.

nutieff and’D, StasineVioh and in the seoond tournament he only 
drew with V.Pafnutieff. 

In 1940 the Russian Chess Club won the Championship of the 
Northern California Chess League in which seven’clubs partici- 

? ated* from San Francisco end the East Bay area, 
n the handioap tournament that year ( 12 playois) C;Jonas was 
first with ten points, A. Schirovsky had nine points, A.Cattell 
had 8$ pts; V. Salatko had 7& and M, Radaikin had 7 points. 

The ohampionship 'tournament of the Russian Chess Club started 
on Deoember 12th. 1947 with sixteen players. The winner will 
receive $ 20 and a medal as first prize. Other prizes are $ 15. 
$10. and $5, So'far this season the R.C.C. has played four 
interolub matches.
